These  are  pretty  well  the  same  as  in  the  year  previous  ;  there  is  still 
however,  a  definite  tightness  in  provision  of  hospital  beds,  due  in  part 
to  shortage  of  both  nurses  and  domestic  staff. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Regional  Water  Supply. 

The  year  1947  commenced  with  a  very  severe  frost — January  and 
February  being  among  the  worst  or  most  severe  for  the  last  fifty  years — 
and  ended  on  March  8th. 

Mains. 

On  34  occasions  during  1947,  burst  or  fractured  mains  had  to  be 
attended  to.  30  of  them  were  3-inch  and  4  were  4-inch. 

The  quantity  of  water  pumped  from  your  Waterworks  at  Welton, 
was  over  157  million  gallons,  of  which  65  million  was  supplied  for  domestic 
requirements,  28  million  gallons  through  a  meter  supply  and  the  remainder 
for  Government  establishments. 

36  out  of  46  parishes  have  piped  supplies  (including  4  parishes 
supplied  by  Lincoln  City).  This  represents  approximately  80%  of  the 
Council’s  area,  a  very  good  record.  Only  10  villages  remain  to  be  supplied 
with  a  total  population  of  only  871 . 

Four  of  these  have  schemes  in  hand  ;  population  422,  at  a  cost  of 

£12,000.

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  was  completed  of  Houses  under-ratcablc 
value  of  £16,  and  out  of  2,605  Houses  surveyed  the  following  categories

General  Remarks. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  we  have  had  no  cases  of  diphtheria, 
which  seems  to  confirm  the  beneficial  effects  of  immunisation. 

We  did,  however,  have  eight  cases  of  Polio-Myelitis.  This  complaint 
was  epidemic  over  the  whole  country  and  aroused  a  great  deal  of  anxiety. 
The  notification  rate  was  18  per  100,000  living  and  was  4\  times  as  great 
as  the  highest  of  recent  years  in  1938.  Our  own  rate  in  1947,  was  very 
high  in  proportion  to  the  rest  of  the  British  Isles.  Males  were  more 
prone  than  females,  both  to  the  disease  and  to  a  fatal  result.  But  case 
fatality  was  only  9%  in  1947,  as  against  16%  in  1938.  The  disease 
appeared  to  become  progressively  more  dangerous  as  the  age  of  the  patient 
increased. 

Statistics  suggest  that  rural  districts  are  possibly  more  prone  than 
towns,  as  possibly  townsmen  acquire  more  immunity. 

In  the  fourth  quarter  of  this  year,  23%  of  cases  notified  occurred  in 
rural  districts. 

There  seems  to  be  some  connection,  in  my  opinion,  between  hot 
and  continued  sunshiny  weather,  and  the  incidence  of  this  disease.  Also 
it  seems  to  attack  athletes  particularly  severely. 

Milk  is  still  stealing  headlines  as  production  rises.  But  quality  must 
be  watched  very  carefully.  There  is  still  need  for  pasteurisation  as  a 
general  principle,  but  I  hope  that  we  shall  press  on  for  a  total  supply  of 
T.T.  milk.  Also  that  the  fat  content  of  milk  shall  be  kept  high  by  suitable 
breeding  of  high-fat  yielders  as  opposed  to  large  quantity  yielders. 

Housing  shortage  is  still  acute  and  very  much  of  a  headache.  Any 
and  every  means  must  be  used  to  get  houses,  and  the  temporary  accom¬ 
modation  at  Fiskerton  and  Wickenby,  has  been  a  welcome  ameliorisation 
of  the  problem. 
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Our  rural  housing  must  be  as  good  as  that  of  the  towns,  as  agriculture 
is,  and  is  likely  to  be,  a  key  industry  of  the  first  quality  in  our  country’s 
prosperity  for  many  years.  The  growth  of  the  world  s  population  by 
1%  per  year  which  is  likely  to  be  greater  than  the  increase  likely  to  occur 
in  food  production  generally,  should  make  us  value  our  own  food  pro¬ 
duction  more  than  ever. 

We  must  also  keep  in  mind  the  provision  of  houses  for  the  aged, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  increasing  age  average  of  our  population.  The 
provision  of  ‘  hostel  accommodation  ”  for  older  people  to  relieve  younger 
relatives  of  the  task  of  looking  after  them  constantly,  and  to  give  the 
former  holidays,  are  to  be  borne  in  mind. 

Our  population  is  still  on  the  up-grade,  and  our  statistics  are  good  ; 
though  the  strain  of  the  war  years  and  the  accompaniments  thereof — 
rationing,  queueing,  short  transport  and  endless  forms  to  fill — are  taking 
their  toll  of  the  nervous  systems,  particularly  of  the  housewife  and  the 
farmer,  adding  a  final  cynicism  to  a  perpetual  sense  of  frustration. 

Finally,  I  once  more  wish  to  thank  your  inspectors  for  their  hard 
work  and  patience  in  these  difficult  times.
